PLAYERS’ BENEFITS 


Since I wrote suggesting that 
ao player's benefit should be 
written into his contract, I have 
had. several interesting Jetters 
from readers. One asks whether 
I consider football might, not 
gain from a system of benefits 
graded according to the length 
of service with ao club. - 

My correspondent suggests the 
following scale:—F.rst scuson, 
£50; second, £75; third, £100; 
fourth, 2150; Ath, £200 and 
thereafter in annual increments 
of £50 until a maximum figure 
of £400 for o season. He adds 
that if.a player is transferred ut. 
his own request, he would start 
again at £75 with his new cluh. 

‘Undoubtedly this would cut 
down drastically the number of 
applications for a transfer, But 
\t has .wo serious snags. Onc is 


‘that there are many players who 


are compelicd to ask for a move. 
through no reason of thelr own.
